Comrade Georg I Dimitrov may be 
visiting the Soviet Union to talk 
over the problems of the boisterous 
Balkans — or he may have gone to 
his spiritual m otherland to die. 
The 
Bulgarian

lieved to be a very sick man Now, 
at 66. the hardships he endured In 
the rough and tumble Communist 
battles of the last four decades are 
telling on him. 
There is some reason to believe 
that the Sofia announcem ent saying 
Dimitrov has gone to Russia for 
medical treatm ent may be an en­ 
tirely truthful one, this time. He Is 
believed to be suffering both from 
a heart ailment and from tuber­ 
culosis of the skin. Some sources be- i 
lieve he may never see his native 
Bulgaria again. 
Not In Disgrace 
However, all this does not mean I 
that Dimitrov has been thrown out j 
of his office or th a t he is by any I 
means in disgrace. On the contrary, 
there is reason to believe th at the 
recent incident of the firing of Vice 1 
Premier Traicho Rostov may have 
been a m eans of tightening up p a rty : 
matters in Bulgaria before Dimitrov 
felt he could step out. 
The announcem ent of the Bul­ 
garian Com m unist Central commit­ 
tee yesterday said th at Dimitrov 
had been given "home leave” and 
had gone to the Soviet Union for 
medical treatm ent. Although he is 
a 
Bulgarian 
by 
birth, the term 
"home leave” is not far-fetched in 
this case. Dimitrov, along with other 
defendants, 
was 
granted 
Russian 
citizenship in 1934 after he was re­ 
leased by the Nazis he had defied 
in the famous Reichstag fire trial.

Tile rains which m ade waters high 
and cloudy and a wind th a t sent 
lines to places other than the spots 
the fishermen hoped to drop their 
bait contributed to the general de­ 
feat of the W altonians.
